1. The Minutes of last meeting were read, approved and .signed, 
by the President. 

2. Mr. Constable stated that in June 1 873, when visiting the 

Museum in company with Dr. 

Indian History since 1500 A .,!.)■ Bust 

of King C5h;ui-ud*diu Haidar, by Thor- Pon a via, he had observed in an 
\aldsui. outhouse, half buried in. rubbish 

of various kinds, what appeared to be the top of a marble bust. 
Py permission of Dr. Bonavia then he had the rubbish removed 
and thus uncovered what proved to be a very line portrait bust, 
crowned. 

On clearing this piece of sculpture, an inscription on the back 

was found as follows : — 

• # * 

(t A. Tlforvaldsen However, as no details whatever could be 
discovered of the circumstances under which the bust had been 
deposited in the Muse dm outhouses, nothing further was then done 
beyond cleaning the bust; and placing it in the Museum. 

Recently however, Mr. Constable bad taken up the matter in 
connection with the preparation of a Catalogue of the Portraits, &c,/ 
belonging to the Museum {vide Resolution 2 of Meeting No, 6 of 
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Ma/aVissa,] « N * Wt p - AN,) OfJDH PKOViXClAL Mt'SECM. 

1 836-87, held on the 26th August 1886), and he was pleased to he 
able to announce to the Committee that the bust in question was a 
portrait bust, hy the great Danish sculptor Thorvaldsen (1770- 
18 I t), of His Majesty Ghazi-ud-din Haidar, the first King of Oudh, 
who died in 1827. 1 

By the good offices of a relative, a medical student at the 
'(/Diversity of Kiel, Mr. Constable had, a. short time ago, been able 
to obtain a copy of the official catalogue of the Thorvaldsen 
Museum at Copenhagen (“ description des oeuvres de Thorvaldsen 
an Musee-Tlwiwaldsen. Par L. Miilier, inspoeteur ilu Mu see. 
Copenhagen, Imprimerie des Freres Berling, ISiT’) in which at 
page 81 the following entry occurs, under the general heading; 
“ Busies contcmporaius.” 

280. Gazi-ud-diu If cyder, roi d’ Aoude. 

Model d a Home en 1321, d'apres un portrait perut de ce prince, 
connu I'ommo auteur d\m lexique et crane gramnmire per, sane, 
imprimimes en sept, volumes, intitules : les sept lacs. 

To render the ease quite complete, photographs had been taken 
of the above bust showing a front and a back view, copies of which 
were now exhibited to the meeting, from which it would be seen 
that the bust in Copenhagen is the plaster model from which Hie 
Lucknow Museum marble bust was executed. 

Thiele, in the second volume of his standard work on Thorvald- 
sen’s life and works, tells us that Thorvaldsen was very proud of 
having received such an order from the Far East; and Plon in his 
book, “ Thorvaldsen, sa vie et son* oeuvre, Paris: 1867,” thus 
amplifies the entry in the official catalogue, quoted above, “ (Iazi- 
ud-din lleyder. Buste ; Platre,— Mnsee Thorvaldsen. Costume 
national. Model e a Rome en 182 t, iP apres an portrait point de ces 
roi (F Aoude, auteur dTmc gramma-ire persane et du eclebre diction- 
nairc persan intitule llafl cul:u.m. “ les sept mors ” parcequ’il forme 
sept volumes. Ces deux ouvrages sont Ires estiines des orientalist es.^

CURATOR'S REPORT FOR MARCH 1888. 

c 

1. During the month of March, 208 Natural History specimens 
have been added to the Museum Collections, vis., 2 heads of mam- 
mals and 206 birds* skins. Eleven of these specimens have been 
presented and 195 collected by the Museum Collectors. Acces- 
sions to the other sections were as follows : — 59 arclneologieal, 894 
numismatic (1-1 silver and 853 copper), and 2 geological specimens. 
(Appendix A.) 

2. Four Natural History specimens have been prepared by the 
taxidermists and placed in the Museum. (Appendix B.) 

3. The total number of visitors to the Museum during the 
month was 22,985, of which 14,052 were native men and 8,024 
native women, 666 European men and 243 European women ; the 
daily average of visitors being 741* (Appendix C.) 

4. Twenty-one additions have been made to the Library during 
tlie month, viz., 7 books in 9 vols., 9 Periodicals, 1 Report, and 4 
miscellaneous, which were all presented. (Appendix 1).) 

5. The work done by the taxidermists and carpenters is shown 

in Appendix E.

CURATOR’S RETORT FOR APRIL 1888. 


1. During the month of April only one Natural History spe- 
cimen, a cobra di capello, lias been added by purchase to the Mu- 
seum collection. Accessions to the other sections were as- fol- 
lows : — Six Numismatic (presented), 17 Artistic (purchased), and 
153 Economic (presented) specimens. (Appendix A.) 

2. Seven Natural History specimens have been prepared by the 
taxidermists and placed in the Museum. (Appendix 11.) 

3. The total number of visitors to the Museum during the 
month was 19,051, of which 13,687 were native men, and 4,513 
native women, 688 European men and 173 European women ; the 
daily average of visitors being 635. (Appendix C.) 

4. Fifty-eight additions have been made to the Library during 
the month, viz t , 5 Books, 3 lie ports, 14 Periodicals, 4 Catalogues, 5 
Maps, 24 Photographs, and 3 miscellaneous; of which 3 Periodicals 
were purchased and the rest presented.

19, Mr, Constable placed before the meeting a draft of the rules, 
which, after mature consideration, he proposed for adoption in the 
Reference Library Department. Each member of the Managing 
Committee had been furnished, some eight days ago, with a copy of 
the draft, printed on paper with a very broad margin, and it was 
now desired to obtain the sense of the meeting on the rules as therein 
printed. 

The various clauses of the rules as drafted were then discussed, 
and finally agreed to as follows : — 

North- Western Provinces and Oudh Provincial Museum, Lucknow . 


Rotjience Library. 

1, — The use of the Reference Library is restricted to pur- 

poses of study, reference and research. The Reading- 
room is kept open free on such days as the Museum of 
which it forms a part, is open. 

2. — All persons desiring to be admitted to the Reading-room 

must enter their names, quality, profession or business, 
their place of abode, and, if required, the purpose for 
which they seek admission, in a book kept for the 
purpose. 

3, — Except under a special order from the Member-in-charge, 

the Curator or Secretary, no person under 15 years of 
age is admissible to the Reference Library. No person 
under the age of 21 years can have access to the reserv- 
ed hooks or records. 

4. — Readers may not write upon, damage or make any m$rk 

upon any book, manuscript, map or picture, belong- 
ing to the Museum. 
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5. — Readers may not lay the paper on which they are writing* 

(in the case of those copying] on any book, manu- 
script or map. • 

6. — No tracing from any plate, map or picture is allowed to 

be made without express permission from the Member- 
in-charge of the Reference Library, whose decision in 
all cases shall be final. 

7. — Silence must be strictly observed in the Reading-room. 

8. — Books, except in the case of such works of reference—* 

Dictionaries, Encyclopaedias and the like — as arc kept 
in a special case, may not be removed from the shelves 
by any one, except the Assistant in the Reference Li- 
hr try Department. 

9. — Catalogues and Counterfoil Application Forms are on the 

table. The Assistant will get any book for which a 
form is handed to him ; and books must be returned to 
him before leaving. 

10. — The permission to use the Reading-room may be with- 

drawn on the infringement of any of the rules. 

11. — Any reader taking a book, manuscript, map, picture 

or other property of the Museum, out of the Reading- 
room, will be dealt with according to law. 

12. — Readers before leaving the Reading-room must restore 

to the Assistant all books, manuscripts, maps or plates, 
which they have received, and must reclaim and get 
back the application forms by which they obtained 
them. Readers are held responsible for such books, 
manuscripts, maps or plates, until the application 
forms have been re-delivered to them. 

13. — Cases of incivility, of undue delay in supply of books, or 

other failure in the service, should be immediately report- # 
ed to the Curator, or in his absence, the Assistant Curator. 
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14. — It is particularly requested that any reader, observing 

a defect in, or damage to, a book, manuscript, plate or 
map,* will point out the same to the Assistant, who 
will in due course report the same to the Member-in- 
ckarge. 

15 . — All communications respecting the use of the Reading- 

room must be addressed to —

20. Read again Resolution No. 4 of Meeting 11 hold on the 26th 
March 1886. 

Mr. Constable bad much pleasure in placing before the meeting 
a drawing and estimate of the cost of a copper medallion or plaque, 
m Lucknow repousse work, of the eoat-of-arms assumed by His 
Majesty King Ghazi-ud-din Haidar, Khuld-i-makau, and stated 
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that in the preparation of the drawing every care had been taken to 
consult the most authentic sources of information so as to obtain an 
absolutely correct representation of the king’s coat-of-arms. Me 
further stated that he had relied mainly on the coat-of-arms in a 
very perfect copy of a translation in Urdu of a treatise on astrono- 
my, now in his private collection/ which had at one time been in the 
Royal Library of Lucknow, as was indicated by the red seal of the 
late ex-King of Oudh, Wajid Ali Shah. 

Several of the coins issued by Hi s Majesty Ghazi-ud-din ILiidar 
had also been used, and he had pleasure in exhibiting all these 
records to the meeting. 

The drawing had been elaborated from this material by Men* 
Hachmeister, a well-known heraldic painter and seal engraver of 
Hanover, under Mr. Constable’s personal supervision, in Oclober- 
Novembcr 18S7, and care had been taken to produce a design which 
could he followed by the copper workers of Lucknow. 

The medallion, as was agreed to in Resolution No I of the 
meeting held on the 26th March 1886, would be placed on the 
screen prepared for it in the larger room of the King’s Library, just 
above Mis Majesty’s marble bust by Thorvaldsen, and Mr, Consta- 
ble proposed to engra ve as the legend in the 11 ribbon ” of the coat- 
of-arms, His Majesty’s titles in the Persic character as follows : — 

Abu’l Muzaffar Maiz-nd-din Shah Zaman, 

Glmzi-ud-din Haidar Padshah, 

and on the dominant fold of the ribbon, in the Arabic character, 

Kk uLl~i-makdti y 

which was the title given to His Majesty after his death. 

He proposed to entrust the work to Messrs. Makhan I/d and 
Narain Das, coppersmiths of Lucknow, who obtained a medal of the 
first class for the excellence of their wares and work at the Luck- 
flow Exhibition of 1885. This firm had command of the best 
talent available in Lucknow, and would, it is believed, take a lively 
interest in the commission and they would be given distinctly to 
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understand that no inferior material or had work would be accepted, 
Mr. Constable regretted the delay which liad occurred in bringing 
forward the drawing and estimate, which was due entirely to his 
desire to thoroughly well consider the design and obtain the best 
assistance available, lie would himself personally superintend the 
execution of the medallion in all its stages, and make every endea- 
vour to corn [dote the work wi thin t he estimated amount, although 
from its novel nature it was difficult to frame an absolutely final 
estimate at first, lie trusted, however, that the result would he 
satisfactory and he the means of drawing attention to the varied 
capabilities of such work, quite apart from any historical interest it 
might possess. 

Mat mate of the cost of making, in copper repousse work, a medal* 
lion with the coat-of-arms of JHs Majesty Ghasi-ud-diu Haidar , 
as agreed to by Resolution No. 4 of Meeting 11, held on Ike 
26 fh March 1886.

Mr. Constable was now taking steps to complete the missing 
numbers and volumes of the publications named, which would thus 
form a valuable feature in the Reference Library. 

Resolved — T hat the Honorary Secretary of the United Service 
Club be thanked for the donations. 

22. Read the North- Western Provinces and Oudh Accountant- 
tie neruFs Objection Statement Memorandum No. , dated 

Allahabad, the 22nd August 1888, addressed to the Secretary, Pro- 
vincial Museum, Lucknow, on the contingent charges for .Tune 
3888, objecting to pass Its. 18, being the charge for the annual sub- 
scription to a The Asian ” newspaper for the current year, as fol- 
lows — - a Want of number and date of order of the Local Govern- 
ment sanctioning the purchase of books for the Museum Library.” 

Mr. Constable stated that the above quoted memorandum having 
been transferred to him for action, he begged to explain that “The 
Asian,” had. been subscribed for by the Museum for seven years, 
and that he accepted full and undivided responsibility of having 
continued the subscription for this year also, as it was a publication 
in frequent use in the Natural History Department, the Member 
in charge of the Ornithological Section further assured him that 
it .was useful as a means of inter-communication between observers 
in India, its correspondence columns forming ‘‘ Notes and Queries ” * 
on Natural History and allied topics. 
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Farther it appeared from the office records that this was abso- 
lutely the first occasion on which the procedure hitherto followed 
when ordering* * u The Asian” had ever been challenged. The 
Member in charge of the Reference Library ventured to consider 
that the fact of Government having duly sanctioned a budget 
grant for the <( Purchase of books” should be accepted as full 
authority for the Museum Committee to buy books and papers up 
to that amount. 

The rules relating to the purchase of books and newspapers 
at the public expense on which the Accountant-General based 
bis objection were doubtless those laid down in the Resolution 
of tiie Government of India, Department of Finance and Com- 
merce, No. 2080, dated 25th August 188*. It is quite possible 
however that the framers of the above Resolution did not contem- 
plate such a ease as that of the Provincial Museum when their 
order was under consideration. 


The Members of the Managing Committee might be held to 
occupy the same position towards the Accountant-General, as the 
Trustees of the British Museum with the Treasury, A certain 
amount being voted by Parliament to the various Departments of 
the British Museum, the Trustees applied the sum in such a manner 
as in their opinion would be most conducive to the public benefit.

the Managing Committee of the Museum 
were selected for the honorable positions 
they occupy as it was hold that they each 
and all possessed “ a practical knowledge of 
the subjects to be dealt with and really 
understand the business of organising a 
Museum * * * who possess special qualifi- 
cations,” and such being the case, the Gov- 


ernment of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh have generally 
reposed great confidence in them and aided them in every possible 
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manner, and have repeatedly expressed their satisfaction with the 
manner in which their duties were carried out. 

* 

Public opinion is likely to act as a much more effective check 
upon extravagant or useless expenditure in the purchase of books, 
than any merely proforma sanction — for it can be but that — of a 
list of books submitted to non-experts, and the Government may 
rest assured that their generous confidence will not be abused, and 
that by delegating full powers, with their consequent responsibili- 
ties, to the Committee in the matter of the purchase of books, as 
they have in all other Departments, they will not have reason to 
regret the modification of what, in other cases, is a very proper and 
necessary restriction. Mr. Constable therefore trusted that the 
Committee would agree to the matter being referred by their 
Secretary, for the orders of Government, and that the Managing 
Committee be empowered to purchase books, periodicals, or papers 
on their sole and undivided responsibility. 

Ordered — To be recorded and brought up at the next meeting 
with previous correspondence. 

23, Mr. Constable begged leave to draw attention to the 
Report on the Provincial Museum at Lucknow, for 1887-88, a 
copy of which he had received oil the 1st instant, and in which, 
in Appendix A, u Nominal roll of officers and servants employed 
in the Provincial Museum, as it stood on the 31st March 1888/’ 
Pandit Balgovind Diksliit. is entered as Assistant Librarian . 

In Mr. Constable’s letter to the address of the Secretary, appli- 
cation was made for the temporary appointment of an Assist- 
ant in the Reference Library and Department of Indian History 
since 1500 A. D. This appointment was duly sanctioned. Vide 
G. O. No. gSl, dated 23rd March 1887. 

• During JVI**. Constable’s absence on three months’ privilege - 
leave in 1887-88, vide Resolution No. 42 of 1887-88, the pro- 
Mure hitherto adopted by him, viz., of employing various people to 
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perform tlie very diversified duties required by tlie appointment and 
so obtain the best value for the amount sanctioned — Its. 15 per 
mensem — was apparently called in question, but of this there was 
Ho record, and Pandit .Balgovind Diksliit had been appointed iu 
terms of Resolution 64, of 1887-88. 

Mr. Constable, who was solely concerned in the case, had not 
been permitted to have any voice in the matter, lie being 1 absent 
from India as stated above, cheerfully accepted the nomination 
to the appointment which was at present a temporary one only, 
and had now much pleasure in recording, from his observation of 
the manner in which the Pandit did his work in the Reference 
Library Department, that he believed lie would in time become 
a very valuable Assistant. He also hoped to be able, at some 
future meeting to bring forward certain proposals which, if accepted 
and sanctioned, would it was trusted render the appointment 
one to be desired by a duly qualified man, such as the present 
temporary or probationary incumbent gave every promise of be- 
coming. 

As Mr. Constable was not able, with profit to the Museum, 
to devote his spare time personally to the mounting, titling, copying 
and otherwise dealing with many articles now in his department, 
which were rapidly expanding, he trusted that the Committee 
would have no objection to his employing at his discretion such 
occasional outside assistance in various branches of his work, as 
might be necessary from time to time, and in order to prevent any 
misunderstanding, or the receipt of iC Objectionable item statements ” 
from the office of the Accountant-General, North-Western Provinces 
and Oudh, lie desired that the Committee would now place on 
formal record their views of the amount, debi table, he presumed, 
to “ Contingencies,” up to which charges of the nature indicated 
above might he incurred when necessary, and Mr. Constable under- 
took to see that every care was exercised to make such outlay as 
profitable as possible to the Museum.

Majesty, 185 1/' 2 Vols. 8vo. 

"With regard to the “ Vignette” photograph of Sir Henry, exe- 
cuted by u Cliotay Meah ” on the 4th April 1857, lie had recently 
acquired a photograph, evidently taken from a Crayon drawing, or 
lithograph enlargement of the Vignette photograph, which he 
now had the pleasure to exhibit to the meeting. The gentleman 
who had kindly presented him personally with the photograph 
now before the. meeting had acquired it in 1857-58, and believed 
there were many copies of the Crayon drawing or lithograph of 
the original of the photograph then for sale* 

The spirit, of the Vignette photograph lias been admirably 
caught in the reproduction, and Mr. Constable stated that he was 
taking steps to trace, if possible, oilier copies, as unfortunately 
the one now in his possession would be seen had suffered somewhat, 
although happily not in its essential features, from the ravages of 
those destructive pests to all lovers of hooks in India, the tish 
insect. 

Ordered — To be recorded as received with thanks. 

.25. Read # again Resolution No. 32 of 1st September 1887. 

Mr* Constable placed before the meeting a drawing and model 
of a pedestal, to be made of polished teak, for the statue, which 
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would eventually be placed in the Heading and Print room, in the 
alcove of the northern end, and stated that when designing the 
pedestal he had been careful to follow the proportions and style 
of the base of the Hastings statue in Calcutta, a photograph of 
which in the possession of the Reference Library, he placed before 
the meeting. Hereafter he hoped to be able to reproduce the two 
bas-reliefs representing Power, and Peace and Justice, referred 
to in Resolution 32 of 1837-88, and shewn on the photographs 
now before the meeting. 

The estimated cost of a teak-wood stand of the proper dimen- 
sions, and of the very best seasoned wood well polished and finished, 
amounted to Rs. 200 as per Ouclh and Rohilkhand Railway Loco- 
motive Superintendents letter No. of the 28th August 1888, to 
Mr. Constable's address, which might be charged against an un- 
expended balance of Rs. 303-7-3 now in the hands of the Locomo- 
tive Superintendent, Oudh and Rohilkliaud Railway, to the credit 
of the Provincial Museum, as stated in the letter quoted above. 

Resolved — That the pedestal he constructed according to the 
plan and model of teak-wood in the Museum workshops.

that the man be appointed Botanical Collector of the .Museum on 
Its. 10 per mensem. 

27, Read demi-official letter, dated 20th August 1888, from 
the Deputy Commissioner of Lucknow, enclosing No, 4088, dated 
1 1th August 1888, of the Director of Land Records and Agricul- 
ture, forwarding copies of architectural drawings issued under the 
orders of Government for distribution among any bond (hie art- < 
workmen who may reasonably be expected to appreciate the 
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gi ft and utilise the designs, together with correspondence between 
himself, the City Magistrate and Mr. Constable as to the best 
means of giving- effect to the wishes of Government. 

Mr. Constable observed that through the courtesy of the City 
Magistrate, Mr. F. W. Brownrigg, B.C.S., he had been favoured 
with the loan of a set of the drawings in question, and he had been 
aide to utilise the one of the * Panel outlie southern smaller Pro py- 
lon of the Jaunpur A tala Masjid ” when designing the carved 
ornamentation of a ease for miniatures, &e., for exhibition in the 
collection of Pictures and Prints in the 'Reference Library Collection, 
and lie now bad much pleasure in exhibiting the work, in its present 
state, to the meeting. * The wood used was Pa dank ( Pierocarpua 
Indians, Wild.) also known as Andaman Island teak, a wood which 
is close grained, seasons well, takes a beautiful polish and is well 
adapted for carved work. Its wood has also been used for the 
new eases in the Reference Library, where it has answered well. 
The Government of India are anxious to encourage the use of this 
beautiful wood of which there is a vast store in the forests of the 
Andaman Islands. The wood used for the cases was part of atrial 
shipment which Government had placed in the Calcutta market, 
and its use is sure to spread. 

With regard to the distribution of the copies of the architectural 
drawings now being periodically issued under the orders of the 
Government of India for distribution amongst any bona fide art- 
workmen who might reasonably he expected to appreciate the gift 
and to benefit thereby, vide letter No. 4088 of 1888, from the 
Director of Land Records and Agriculture, quoted above, Mr. 
Constable bad ventured when invited to do so, to record his opinion 
that it did not seem to him advisable to distribute drawings of 
varied styles, such as So nth- Indian, Guzarat and Madras to art- 
workers in the North-West and Oudh, as by doing .so the styles 
peculiar to these Provinces must in time become debased and a no- 
sly le result. 
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Such drawings as those of the Lumpur A tala Masjid series were 
of course most suitable and lie would urge upon the Director of the 
Archaeological Survey the desirability of drawing attention to such 
a mine of ornamentation as existed in such of the old decorated 
plaster work of Lucknow, Fyzabad and elsewhere. Examples of 
this decoration would be of infinite value to the chintz printers of 
Lucknow, and to other workers, such as the coppersmiths. It 
seemed a pity for the reasons given above to go so far a field as 
Southern India for samples of art work, for local workers, but be 
made these remarks with all deference and it is possible that he may 
have misunderstood the actual procedure now proposed to be inaugu- 
rated, for the first time so far as he was aware, in these Provinces. 
Nothing could be more desirable than the insulation locally of such 
examples of local art of which there were so many un worked mines 
of vast extent. 

• Iti.soLVUD— -That application be made for three copies of each 
plate for the use of the Provincial Museum, that one set be framed 
as a permanent exhibit and two sets used as working copies for such 
persons as desire to take advantage of the designs. 

28. Read letter No. 4281, dated 25th August 1888, from the 
Director of Land Records and Agriculture, forwarding copy of 
Resolution No. 4, dated 19th April 1888, of the Lucknow Munici- 
pal Board, sanctioning the presentation of some valuable art exhibits 
to the Provincial Museum. 

Resolved — That the thanks of the Museum Committee lie con- 
veyed to the Municipal Board for their handsome gift to the Mu- 
seum. 

29, Read letter No. 486, dated 3rd August 1888, from the 
Honorary Secretary, Poona Exhibition, requesting the Provincial 
Museum Committee to send a loan collection of articles in the 
Museum. , 

Resolved — That as the Poona Exhibition Committee have made 
no arrangements for the cost or method of transmission of the 
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collection asked for, and, as there is no time for the selection and 
despatch of such a collection, the Managing Committee regret tlieir 
inability to take any further steps in the matter. 

30. Head letter No. 4338, dated 28th August 1888, from the 
Director, Department of Land Records and Agriculture, forwarding 
copy of No. from the Financial Secretary to Government, North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh, asking why five peons are not 
sufficient for the Museum. 

Resolved — That the attention of Government he invited to 
paragraph 3 of the administration report of the Provincial Museum 
for the year ending 31st March 1888, to paragraph 2 of the Direc- 
tor of Land Record's review thereof, and to paragraph 3 of G. O. 
No. dated 31 si July 1888, and that it be stated that the Com- 
mittee has little to add to the representations made in the annual 
report. I t must be remembered that the so-called peons or cha-p- 
rasis are in fact museum guards. In 1880, solely in deference 
to the expressed wishes of Government a reduction of one peon was 
made but assuming that the reduction was then reasonable the 
subsequent additions to the value and extent of the exhibits 
reader that reduced establishment now incapable of guarding 
the Museum and necessitate the very small increase of estab- 
lishment now asked for. Indeed the Managing Committee 
is extremely doubtful whether the increase now asked for wilt 
suffice. 

31. Mr. Constable submitted a plan and estimate for the con- 
struction of the stone coping for the iron-railing and self- register- 
ing turnstile. 

Resolved — That the estimate of cost of the stone coping be sent 
to the Secretary of the Nazul Committee and that lie be asked to 
construct it according to design and also to provide a suitable 
pojvh over the entrance turnstile with the object of protecting its 
mechanism from the effects oE the weather.

Resolution No. 13 of meeting 7 of 30(h September 1886. * 
Resolution No, 2 of meeting 8 of 28th October 1880, 
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Mr. Constable stated that he had duly submitted on the 22nd 
August 1887 a very carefully compiled list of maps and plans 
published by the Surveyor-General, and that he had been assured 
that they would be supplied immediately on receipt; of a requisi- 
tion for the same, and he therefore trusted that the map and 
drawing ease referred to in t he "resolutions quoted above, would 
now be ordered, as it was urgently required, not only for maps 
but; for many valuable engravings and photographs which until 
placed in a properly constructed case, were in great danger of 
being damaged. 

Ordered — T hat the ease be constructed in the Locomotive 
Workshops as soon as possible. 

*3L Mr. Constable desired to place on record for facility of refer- 
ence, the following account of what had been done up to date, to 
give effect to a proposal made by Major-General Sir M. Dillon, 
K.C.I)., C.S.I., when in command of the Oiulh Division, viz., to 
erect, within the Residency Grounds, a Memorial Tablet, recording 
briefly the leading events and facts of the ever to be remembered 
defence and subsequent relief. The information so recorded is 
intended for the information of all who visit the Residency, and as 
a permanent record of the great events above referred to. 

On the 22nd November 1886, Sir Alfred Lyall, then Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the North-Western Provinces and Chief Com- 
missioner of Oudh, convened a meeting to be held at the Resi- 
dency to be attended by —

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The meeting duly took place on the 23rd November and all the 
al>o venamed g*ent lemon were present to receive bir Allred Lyull, who 
was accompanied by Mr. J. 11. ltivett.-Camae, B.G.S., as a visitor. 
Various forms for the memorial and sites for its erection were 

discussed and examined, and it was eventually agreed that 

* * 

The memorial should take the form of a concise inscription, out 
on the surface of a large natural block or boulder of hard stone, 
after the fashion of the Asoka Edicts. The inscription to ha in 
English, and in Urdu in the Persia character, if aiterwaids found 
feasible ; 


and further that : — 

The inscribed stone to he set upon a suitable plinth, within the 
verandah of the main building, under the existing stone tablet 
with “ The Residency ” cut upon it. 

On the 7th December 1833, Mr. McConaghey in his letter of that 
date, formally entrusted Mr. Constable with the work of arranging 
all the preliminaries, and made over to him the draft of *he insciip- 
tion which had been prepared by General Dillon, and duly agreed 
to by Sir Allred Lyall. 

The inscription runs as follows : — 

The Right Honorable the Earl of Canning, G.C.B., G.C.S.r,, 
Yieevov and Governor-General of India, expressed bis sense of the 
Defence of the Residency of Lucknow in the following words : 

“ There does not stand recorded in the annals of war an achieve- 
ment more truly heroic than the Defence of the Residency of 
Lucknow.” 

On 30 tli June 1357, A. D., the day after the battle of Cliinhat, 
the siege began. On the 2nd July Sir Henry Lawrence was mortally 
Wtmnded by a shell which hurst within the Residen.y building.. 
The command then devolved on Brigadier J. E. \V. Inglis, II. M.’s 
32nd Regiment. 
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The force within the defences then consisted of 130 officers, 
British and native, 710 British and 700 native troops, and 1 50 
civilian volunteers. There were 237 women, 260 children, 50 boys 
of La Martiniere College, 27 non-combatant Europeans, and 700 
non-combatant natives, being a total of 2,991 souls. 

From the 30th June until the 25th September, they were 
closely invested, subjected to a heavy artillery fire day and night 
from all sides ; and had to sustain several general attacks on the 
position, for 36 days. 

On the 25th September 1857 A.D., Generals Outram and 
Havelock with a large force endeavoured to release the garrison, 
after having with great loss, effected a junction with them;' they 
were however unable to withdraw, and the whole combined force 
was besieged for a period of 53 days, until finally relieved by Sir 
Colin Campbell on the 25th November 1857 A.l). 

There remained of the original garrison when reinforced on the 
25th. September, a total of 979 souls, including sick and wounded, 
of whom 577 were Europeans and 102 natives. 


This brief record of the siege and relief of the Residency during 
the mutiny in 1357 A.l). was originated in 1836 by Major-General 
Sir Martin Dillon, K.C.1L, C.S.I., then in command of the Oudli 
Division, aud was finished in 1888. 


Mr. McConaghey, in his letter of the 7th December 1886, 
quoted above, mentions that Ills Honor the Lieutenant-Governor 
had kindly sanctioned the sum of Its. 500 from Provincial Revenues- 
for the work, which was entrusted to Mr. C. A Martin, Sculptor 
of Lucknow. On the 7th January 1887 Mr. Constable addressed 
a letter to Mr. McConaghey, recapitulating all the past action 
taken, and submitting for record a plan showing the stone block 
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and the position agreed to for it. In this letter it was suggested 
that Mr. McConaghey might he able to arrange for a suitable block 
or boulder of hard stone from the Bnndelkhand district. 

Difficulties, however, arose as to the provision of the stone 
required, and eventually Mr.. Constable was requested to take this 
part of the work in hand also. Iu due course he did so, and a 
block of the so-called black marble was obtained from Kntni, near 
Marwara in the Central Provinces, and the work of preparing a 
portion of the face of the block for receiving the inscription is 
now in hand. Mr. McConaghey duly inspected the block of stone 
last year, and no time will now be lost in completing the work 
in which General Dillon took so great an interest, and which he 
still evinces, although no longer in India, in several letters received 
from him from time to time. 

As soon as the work is sufficiently advanced a further com- 
munication on the subject will be made by Mr. Constable. 

35. Read letter No. 1972, dated Lucknow, the 27th instant, 
from Sydney Hartwell, Esq., Agent, Oudli and Rohilkhand 
Railway Company, u Limited /' 9 to the Secretary's address, as 
follows : — 

“ I have the pleasure, on behalf of the Oudh and Rohilkhand 
“ Railway Company, to hand to you, for the Provincial Museum 
u here, one almirah containing a number of fossil and oilier remains, 
u found at Benares during the sinking of the “wells” for the 
(< piers of the Dufferin Bridge over the Ganges, which I believe 
“ will, on detailed examination by experts, prove to be of some 
“ interest and worthy of a place in the Museum. 

“ A copy of a plan, and a section on centre line of the bridge 
<c showing the positions and depths at which the various specimens 
“ wm*e found.will follow.” 

The various remains were then examined by the members pre- 
sent, and Mr, Constable, in the course of some remarks, explained 
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that the relics now handed over to the Provincial Museum were a' 
selection from those referred to at page II of (< Historical Notes 
on the Rftjghat Plateau, Benares,” which formed an appendix to? 
Colonel Dowdeiv’s hook entitled “ The Duffenn Bridge. Descrip- 
tion of the Oudli and Roliilkhand Hallway Bridge at Benares. 
Lucknow : Printed at the London Printing Press, 1387/’ A special 
large paper copy of which was to be found in the Museum Refer- 
ence Library, It was hoped that the Government, North- Western 
Provinces and Oudh, would he pleased to arrange for the examina- 
tion of the relics in question by an expert, as it was believed, as 
stated, in the <c Historical Notes ” referred to above, such an inves- 
tigation would prove of great interest. 

Resolved — 1 That the Agent, Oudh and Ilohilkhand Railway 
Company, be cordially thanked for his gift of the relics to the 
Pro v i 1 1 eia 1 Mu scum .

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63. Mr. Constable desired to place on record the following 
particulars regarding two statues in the Wingfield Park, the one 
“ A Hunter attacked by a Dog,” and the other “ Stooping Venus in 
the Bath,” which were both works of art of considerable merit and 
interest. 

Around the base of the first named statue, of which Mr, Con- 
stable had had two photographs taken, from different points of view, 
copies of which he had now much pleasure in presenting to the 
Museum, .were engraved the following words : — 

u The first premium in London, adjuded (sic) m 
a To N. Head, by the Society of Polite Arts.* 

(< One hundred guineas. Anno Domini 176 1.” 

On a recent visit to London, copies of photographs now before 
the meeting were shown to Mr. Henry Graves, Print-seller, Pall Mall, 
a gentleman who is a well-known expert in all matters relating 
to sculpture and the allied arts. Mr. Graves at once recognised 
the features of the Hunter as those of a model largely employed 
by artists in London at the period referred to in the inscription, 
and he further expressed liimself as much interested in learning 
that there existed in Lucknow such a fine specimen of Read's 
work, 

Redgrave in his a Dictionary of Artists of the English School,” 
Bell, 1878, records of the sculpture as follows 

Read, Nicholas, sculptor, was a pupil of Ronbileac f and aft6r 
his death occupied his studio and premises in St. Martin's Lane, 
succeeding also to much of his professional connexion. He 
showed some early ability, and in 1762-63 gained premiums of 
the Society of Arts, and in 1761 was awarded the first premium 

* Founded in 1754. Tbe first society in England to bestow pecuniary and 
honorary rewards on the efforts of youthful artists. 

f Born at Lyons in 1695, settled in London about 1720, and non became the 
most popular sculptor in England, chiefly employed for sepulchral monuments in 
Westminster Abbey and elsewhere. Died in 17G2, * 
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of 150 guineas for a marble statue. He is said to have cut the 
skeleton figure of Death in Mrs. Nightingale's* monument, which is 
remarkable for its excellent tooling; but he was of a conceited, 
vain disposition and an annoyance to his master, whose somewhat 
exuberant style he exaggerated to an extravagance approaching 
absurdity. In 1779 he exhibited with the Free Society of Artists ? f 
a very pretentious design for Lord Chatham's monument. His 
monument to Rear-Admiral Tyrrell in • Westminster Abbey lias 
been called u The pancake monument ” J There are several other 
monuments by him in the south Aisle of the Abbey. His mind 
unfortunately became impaired in the prime of life, and a short time 
before his death he was totally deprived of reason. He died at his 
house in St. Martin’s Lane, July 11th, 1787/' 

The second statue, “ Stooping Venus in the Bath/' of which 
photographs from two points of view had also been taken, copies of 
.which were now presented to the Museum, was an exceedingly Hue 
copy of the original statue, No. 129 of the Official Catalogue, 
in the Gabinctto dell o Masehero of the Museo Pio-Clementino of 
the Vatican, of which a photograph was now also presented to the 
Museum . 

* Lady Elizabeth Nightingale, who died in 173-1, was the daughter of Earl Fcrrcra 
and wife of Joseph Gascoigne Nightingale of Maw head in Devonshire. This is the well- 
known tomb in the chapel in Westminster Abbey formed by the three chapels of 
St. John, St. Michael, and St. Andrew. The dying wife is represented as linking in 
the arms of her husband, who in vain strives to ward off a dart which Death is 
aiming at her. The lower part of the monument, on which the two portrait figures 
stand, is shaped like a tomb, out of the opening door of which Death, as a half- 
veiled skeleton, is bursting forth.

J In the south Aisle of the Nave. The Admiral was distinguished when com- 
manding the Buckingham against the French. He died and was buried at sea i n 
1766. Read has represented his ascent — a naked figure- -from the waves to Heave n, 
“ Rencath are,* in wild confusion, the coralline depths of the sea, a number of allege 4 * 
rical figures, and the Buckingham jammed iuto a rock.” This immense monument 
effectually closes up three-quarters of a fine wiudow. 
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Unfortunately no trace lias as yet been found of the name of 
the artist who executed the statue in the Wingfield Park, but any 
one who examined it critically could at once see that it was a work 
of great merit. Competent art critics in London and elsewhere, 
who had seen the photographs now before the meeting, were of 
opinion that it was no ordinary copy, and Mr. Constable hoped 
yet to be able to trace out the origin of this very interesting 
and valuable work of art, and also how it eainc to he in Luck- 
now. 

lie had also pleasure in presenting the Museum with a tracing 
of the illustration of the statue in the Vatican. No. 279, Plate 
XXVI of Vol. 2, Part II of u Denkmliler der alien Kuiist iiach der 
Auswahl und Anordnung von C. O. Muller.

It will be observed that in the above extract, mention is 
made of a marble statue in the Louvre, ( <£ Dcr Kauernden Venus ” 
or “ The Cowering or Crouching Venus”) The “Venus Accroupie.” 

This statue, or more properly speaking torso, much resembles 
that in the Vatican, as may be seen from the representations of it, 
illustrating the article, by the late ever- to-be-lamented Richard 
Jeffries (author of “The Gamekeeper at Horne,” “Wild Life in a 
Southern Country ”) entitled “Nature in the Louvre,” which appear- 
ed in Cassell's Magazine of Art” for August 1887. This article, 
probably one of the Iasi that Jeffries ever wrote — he died on the 14th 
of August 1887— - contains a wonderfully true and genuine descrip-, 
tion of the Louvre statue, and withal so applicable to the one of 
which there is such an admirable copy in Lucknow, that it is hero 
placed on record. 

Nature in the Louvre. 

Turning to the left on entering the Louvre, I found myself at 
once among the sculpture, which is on the ground-floor. Except 
.that the Venus of Milo was in the collection, I had no knowledge 
.of what I was about to see, but stepped into an unknown world 
of statuary. Somewhat indifferently, I glanced up and then down, 
and instantly my coolness was succeeded by delight, for there, in 
the centre of the gallery, was a statue in the sense in which I 
understand the word— the beautiful made tangible in human form, 
I said at once, “ That is my statue. There lies all Paris for me ; I 
shall find nothing further.” I was then at least thirty yards 
distant, with the view partly broken, but it -was impossible to 
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doubt or question lines such as those. On a gradual approach, the 
limbs become more defined, and the torso grows, and becomes 
more and more human : this is one of the remarkable circumstances 
connected with the statue. There is life in the wide hips, chest, 
and shoulders; so marvellous is the illusion that not only the parts 
that remain appear animated, but the imagination restores the 
missing* and mutilated pieces, and the statue seems to be entire, 

I did not see that the hand was missing and the arms gone ; the 
idea of form suggested by the existing portions was carried on over 
these, and filled the vacant places. 

Going nearer, the large hips grow from stone to life, the deep 
folds of the lower torso have but this moment been formed as she 
stooped, and the impulse is to extend the hands to welcome this 
beautiful embodiment of loving kindness. There in full existence, 
visible, tangible, seems to be all that the heart lias imagined of the 
deepest and highest emotions. She stoops to please the children, 
that they may climb her back ; the whole of her body speaks the 
dearest, the purest love. To extend the hands towards her is so 
natural, that it is difficult to avoid actually doing so. Hers is not 
the polished beauty of the Venus de Medici, whose very figures have 
no joints. The typical Venus is fined down from the full growth of 
human shape to fit the artist/ s conception of what beauty should be. 
Her frame is rounded ; her limbs are rounded ; her neck is rounded ; 
the least possible appearance of fullness is removed; any line that is 
not in exact accordance with a strict canon is worked out — in short, 
an ideal is produced, but humanity is obliterated. Something of 
the too rounded is found in it, a figure so polished has an air of the 
bath and of the mirror, of luxury ; it is too feminine ; it obviously has 
a price payable iu gold. But here is a woman perfect as a woman, 
with the love of children in her breast, her back bent for their 
delight. An ideal indeed, but real and human. Her form has its 
full growth*o£ wide hips, deep torso, broad shoulders. Nothing has 
been repressed or filled down to a canon of art or luxury, A heart 
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beats within her bosom ; she is love ; with her neither gold nor 
applause has anything to do ; she thinks of the children. In that 
length of back and width of chesty in that strong torso, there is just 
the least trace of manliness. She is not all, not too, feminine ; 
with all her tenderness she can think and act as nobly as a man. 
Absorbed in the contemplation of her beauty, I did not for some 
time think of inquiring into material particulars. But there is a 
tablet on the pedestal which tells all that is known. This statue is 
called the Venus Accroupie 33 or Stooping Venus, and was found at 
Vienne, France. The term Venus is conventional, merely to indicate 
a female form of remarkable beauty, for there is nothing in the 
figure to answer to what one usually understands as the attributes 
of the goddess. It is simply a woman stooping to take a child pick- 
a-back, the child's little hand remaining upon the hack, just as it 
was placed, in the act of clinging. Both arms are missing, and 
there appears to he some dispute as to the exact way in which they 
were bent across the body. The right arm looks as if it had passed 
partly under the left breast, the fingers resting on the left knee 
which is raised ; while the left arm was uplifted to maintain the 
balance. The shoulders are massive rather than broad and do not 
overshadow the width of the liips. The right knee is rounded, 
because it is bent ; the left knee less so, because raised. Bending 
the right knee has the effect of slightly widening the right thigh. 
The right knee is very noble, hold in its slow curve; strong and 
beautiful. 

Known of course to students, this wonderful work seems quite 
overlooked by the mass of visitors to the Louvre, and its fame has 
not spread. Few have even heard its name, for it has not been 
written and lectured iuto the popular mind like the Venus de 
Medici. While I was studying, several hundred visitors went straight 
past, without so much as a casual glance, on their wfiy direct, to 
the Venus of Milo, of which they had read in their guide-books, 
and of which they had seen splendid photographs in every window. 
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Oae came along, on the contrary, very slowly, carefully examining 
the inscriptions upon the altars and various figures ; lie appeared 
to understand the Latin and Greek, and it might have been expected 
that lie would stay to look at the Accroupie. He did not : die 
worked all round the statue, reading every word legible on the 
base of the insignificant figures against the walls, and so onwards 
down the salon. One of the most complete of the guide-books 
dismisses the Accroupie in a single line, so it is not surprising that 
people do not seek it. But what is surprising is that, in a city so 
artistic as Paris, there should be so few photographs of this statue. 
I could get but two, these were duplicates, and were all the pro- 
prietor of the shop possessed ; there was some trouble to find them. 
I was told that as they were so seldom asked for, copies were not 
kept, and that there was only this one particular view, a very had 
one! Other shops had none. The Venus of Milo is in every shop, 
in every size, and from every point of view ; of the Accroupie these 
two poor representations were hunted out from the bottom of a 
portfolio. Of course, these remarks apply only to Paris as the 
public know it, doubtless the studios have the Accroupie, and could 
supply representations of every kind ; casts, too, can he obtained at 
the Louvre, but to those who, like myself, wander in the outer 
darkness of common barbarian life, the Accroupie is unknown till 
we happily chance upon it. Possibly the reason may be that this 
statue infinitely surpasses those fixed ideals of art which the studios 
have for so many centuries resolutely forced upon the world. Jt 
seems that after a certain length of art study, the natural eyesight 
is lost. But I hope and believe there are thousands of people 
in the world in full possession of their natural eyesight, and cap- 
able of appreciating the Accroupie when once their attention is called 
to it. 

I knew it was useless to search further among the galleries 
of the Louvre, for there could not be two such works in existence 
anywhere, much fess in one collection. Therefore I did not go a 
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step beyond, but sat down to enjoy it ; and when I bad gazed enough 
for one morning, I turned to leave the place. There are never two 
works of equal beauty of any kind, just as there are never two 
moments of equal pleasure ; seize the one you have, and make 
much of it, for such a moment will never return. In walking away 
I frequently looked back, first at three or four yards*, then at ten 
yards* distance; gradually the proportions diminished, but the 
great sweep of: outline retained its power. At about thirty yards 
it is remarkable bow this noble work entirely overshadows the 
numerous figures close to it. Upon each side of the gallery the 
wall is lined with ranks of statuary, but they are quite lost as 
statuary, and seem nothing more than wall decorations, merely 
curious castings put there to copeeal the monotony of the surface. 
Cleverly executed they may be, but there is no other merit, and 
they appear commonplace. They have no meaning ; the eye glances 
along them without emotion. It always returns to, and rests 
upon, the Accroupie, the living and the beautiful. Mere is the 
difference between genius and talent. Talent has lined the walls 
with a hundred clever things, and could line miles «of surface; 
genius gives us but one example, and the clever things are silenced. 
Here is the difference between that which expresses a noble idea 
and that which is dexterously conventional. The one single idea 
dominates the whole. Here is the difference, again, between the 
secret of the heart, the aspiration of the soul, and that which is 
only the workmanship of a studio, ancient or modern. The Accrou- 
pie is human, loving, tender ; how poor are goddesses beside her ? 
At forty, fifty, sixty yards, still looking back, though the details 
now disappeared, the wonderful outline of the torso and hips 
was as powerful as ever. Ascending the steps which lead from 
the gallery I paused once more, standing close against the wall, for 
other figures interfere with a distant view, and even at that distance 
(eighty yards or more) the same beauty was recognizable. Yet 
there is no extended arm, no attitude to force attention, nothing but

the torso is visible ; there is no artificial background (as with the 
Venus of Milo) to throw it into relief; the figure crouches; and the 
love expressed in the action is conveyed by the marvel of the work 
as far as it can be seen. 

Returning* next morning* I took the passage on the left (not as 
before on the right) and so came at* once to the top of the steps, 
and to a spot whence a view can with little trouble be obtained. 
Perhaps it is more than eighty yards away but the effect is the 
same, despite the distance. The very best place to view fhe statue 
is exactly in front of it, two or three yards away, or as close as you 
like, hut precisely in front. It requires no careful choice of posi- 
tion so as to give a limb more prominence, or render the light 
more effective (the light just there is bad, though it is near a 
window) . 

The sculptor did not rely upon “ artistic ” and selected attit udes — 
something* made up for the occasion. No meretricious aid whatever 
has been called in — no trick, no illusion of the eye, nothing thea- 
trical. He relied solely and simply upon a true representation of 
the human body — the torso, the body itself — as he really saw it in 
life. When we consider that the lines of the body seen in front are 
gentle, and in no way prominent, it is apparent how beautiful the 
original must have been, and how wonderfully the form has been 
rendered in marble for this to be the best position to view it. 

Three large folds, marked by deep lines, cross the lower part 
of the torso, and it is these creases that give the work its life. They 
are but just made in stooping, and will disappear as she rises from 
that position. These three grooves cross the entire front of the 
torso; the centre one is forked at its extremity near the right hip, 
and the fork of this groove encloses a smaller crease. Immediately 
under the right breast there is a short separate groove caused by the 
body leaning to the right ; this is a fold of the side, not of the front. 
Unier these folds there must be breath, there must be blood ; they 
indicate a glowing life, The immense vitality of the form appears 
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in them, and even as an athlete's muscles are exhibited in relief at 
his exercises, so exceeding; strength of life is evident in these 
grooves. A heart throbbing steadily and strong, veins full of rich, 
pure blood, a warm touch,. an eager wish to be affectionate, and self 
lost in the desire to love — this is the expression of the folds. Full 
of the energy of exceptional vitality, she gladly gives that energy 
for the delight of the little one. 

There are no grooves on the torso of the Venus dc Medici or of 
the Venus? of Cnidus; they are sculptured in attitudes chosen 
to allow of the body and the limbs presenting an unbroken 
smoothness. They have the round ness of the polished column. 
They are ideals, hut do not live. Here the deep grooves and the 
large folds are life. 

As we move slowly around the statue, from left to right, after 
observing it in front, the right breast gradually advances, and its 
outline appears. The act of stooping and leaning to one side causes 
the right breast to he lower than the left. By degrees the right 
breast recedes and the left advances, and standing at the full left of 
the figure, there are three chief lines to notice, that of the back seen 
in profile, of the torso, and of the left thigh. The thigh is raised, 
and, so stretched, seems slightly compressed near the knee. It is 
more rotund than thick or heavy ; it is not so much size as round- 
ness ; it is not mere plumpness but form. 

A step farther and the hack begins to appear, and the outline 
of its right edge. Standing exactly at the back, there is a 
remarkable flatness at the lower end of the mesial groove. This 
flatness is somewhat in the shape of an elongated diamond; 
it is rather below the loins, and is, I think, caused by the 
commencement or upper part of the pelvis. In stooping and 
at the same time leaning to one side, the flesh at this spot is 
drawn tightly against the firm structure under the skin; so 
that the flatness is almost, if not quite, hollow. e Had the sculptor 
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been representing a goddess lie would have concealed this flatness 
in some way or other, or selected a position which did not cause it, 
for the conventional art, beauty must be equally rounded every- 
where. Had he been poorer in conception he would have slurred 
it over, or not even observed it. The presence of this flatness* or 
slightly hollow surface demonstrates how true the work is to reality. 
The statue is a personality, a living thing. As the line of the 
horizon recedes at sea, and that which now appears the edge or 
boundary is presently sailed over, so the edge or outline of the body 
recedes as you move around it. Another step, and the right thigh 
and the right breast are in sight, with the ends of the grooves. 
Lines that look almost straight are changed, as you approach, into 
curves. The action of the limbs is most apparent when viewed from 
the right side of the statue ; but its most beautiful aspect is exactly 
in front. In moving round, it is very striking to observe how the 
least change of position — it you do but move an inch •—alters the 
outline and curve of the work ; the breast, not. visible before, is now 
apparent, as the bust rises ; another inch and it becomes a demi- 
lune, till it swells to its full undulation. At every step (he figure 
alters; but no* matter at how many angles it is looked at, it always 
has beautiful curves. They adapt themselves, these curves, to the 
position of the eye, and wherever the eye is placed they satisfy its 
demands for beauty. Examine any part, and it is found perfect; 
for instance, the inside of the right knee (visible from the left of 
the statue) slightly bulges, being pressed out by the stooping 
position. 

At a third visit it seemed to me that the statue had grown, much 
more beautiful in the few days which had elapsed since I first saw 
it. Pondering upon the cause of this increasing interest, I began 
to see that one reason was because it recalled to my memory the 
loveliness of nature. Old days which I had spent wandering among 
deep meadows and by green woods came back to me. In such days 
the fancy had often occurred to me that, besides the loveliness of

leaves and flowers, there must be some secret influence drawing me 
on as a hand might beckon. The light and colour suspended in the 
summer atmosphere, as colour is in stained but translucent glass, 
were to me always on the point of becoming tangible in some 
beautiful form. The hovering lines and shape never became suffi- 
ciently defined for me to know what form it could be, yet the colours 
and the light meant something which I was not able to fix. I was 
now sitting in a gallery of stone, with cold marbles, cold floors, cold 
light from the windows. Without, there were only houses, the city 
of. Paris — a city above all oilier cities farthest from woods and 
meads. Here, nevertheless, there came back to me this old thought 

born in the midst of flowers and wind-rustled leaves, and I saw 

* 

that with it the statue before me was in concord. The living 
original of this work was the human impersonation of the secret 
influence which had beckoned me on in the forest and bv running? 
streams. She expressed in loveliness of form the colour and light of 
sunny days; she expressed the deep aspiring desire of the soul for. 
the perfection of the frame in which it is encased, for the perfection 
of its own existence. 

The sun rolls on in the far dome of heaven, and nowjday and now 
night sweeps with alternate bands over the surface of hill and wood 
and sea; the sea beats in endless waves which first began to undulate a 
thousand thousand years ago, starting from the other rim of Time; the 
green leaves repeat the beauty that gladdened man in ancient (lavs. 
But for themselves they are, and not for us. Their glory fills the 
mind with rapture but for a while, and it learns that they are, like 
carven idols, wholly careless and indifferent to our fate. Then is 
the valley incomplete, and the void sad 1 Its lulls speak of death as 
well as of life, and we know that for man there is nothing on earth 
really hut man ; the human species owns and possesses nothing but 
its species. When I saw this I turned with threefold concentration 
id desire and love towards that, expression of hope wkwh is called 
beauty, such as is worked in marble here. For I think beauty is 
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truthfully an expression of hope, and that is why it is so enthrall- 
ing — because while the heart is absorbed in its contemplation, 
unconscious but powerful hope is filling the breast. , So powerful is 
it as to banish for the time all care, and to make this life seem the 
life of the immortals.

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ASSISTANT CURATOR’S REPORT FOR SEP- 
TEMBER 1888 . 


1. During the month of September, 13 Natural History speci- 
mens were added to the Museum collections, viz., 13 skins, 4 eggs 
and 1 nest , of birds. Of these specimens, seven were purchased, 
nine were collected by the Museum Collector, and two were 
presented. The accessions in the other Sections were : a Bud- 
dhistic relic from Buddha Cray a, eight copper medals, and the 
original Rickshaw which was first used in Simla. (Appendix A.) 

2. No Natural History specimens were prepared and placed in 
the Museum during the month, the; taxidermists remaining engaged 
in other work in the section. (Appendix B.) 

3. The total number of visitors to the Museum during the 
month was 13,254, showing a daily average attendance of 441 
persons. (Appendix C.) 

4. Twenty-live additions were made to the Library, viz,, 5 Books, 
8 Reports, 5 Periodicals, 1 Catalogue, and 6 miscellaneous, including 
drawings, engravings, and photographs. (Appendix D.) 

5. The work done by the Museum servants (Taxidermists and 
Carpenters) is given in Appendix E.

1. During the month of October, 50 Birds, two sets of Zoological 
collections, and a collection of Alg® were added to the Department 
of Natural History. The Zoological collections include eight exhi- 
bits illustrative of Indian sericulture prepared by the Indian Museum 
and 73 bottles containing specimens of Marine fauna collected by 
Mr. Murray of the Victoria Natural History Institute, Bombay. 
Except where otherwise stated, all the specimens were purchased 
from the Museum funds. The accessions in the other Departments 
were, — one copper-plate inscription of 1209 Samvat found in the 
Jaunpur district, a collection of relics from llajgliat, Benares, two- 
gold coins of the Gupta period and four specimens of Monghyr 
ebony ware.

The report shows that considerable additions have been made to 
the collections ; that various improvements have been effected in 
arranging and exhibiting them ; and that the Museum during the 
past year has fulfilled the purposes for which it is maintained by 
Government, and is a popular and well-managed institution. The 
number of visitors registered by the turnstile was less by 80,000 
than the estimated attendance of former years; but estimates of this 
kind are always untrustworthy. There are no points in the report 
which seem to require particular notice from me.

Sib, — I have the honor to submit, for the information of 
the Local Government, the annual report on the administration of 
the Provincial Museum, Lucknow, for the year ending 31st March 
1889. 

1. Committee of Management . — There were no changes of import- 
ance during the year under report. The vacancy created by 
departure to England, in October last, of Mr. II: S. Boys, C.S., has 
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• 

remained unfilled at tlie close of tlie year. Meetings have been held 
regularly on the last Thursday of every month, except in April, 
June, November, and March, when no quorum could be formed : 
there were, however, two meetings in September. The average 
attendance at each meeting was six members, besides the Curattfr or 
Assistant Curator. The Curator officiated as Secretary during Mr. 
Pirie’s absence on leave in April, May, and June. 

2. Ordinary Members and Corresponding Secretaries .— No addi- 
tions have been made to the lists of these members. 

8. Establishment. — Dr. A. Fiihrer held charge of the Curator- 
ship, except while on tour as Assistant Archeological Surveyor, viz. y 
from the 18th November 1888 till the 11th March 1889, when 
Babu Gangadhar Ganguli, the Assistant Curator, oiiicuitcd in 
charge. The only addition to the staff was made in September by 
the appointment of an employe of the Botanical Gardens, Saharan- 
pur, to the post of Botanical Collector. A no min a broil of the 
officers and servants in the employ of the Committee is given in 
Appendix A.

Of this total, 2,468 specimens were purchased, 1,033 were collected 
by the Museum shikaris , and 401 were obtained by donation* 
Forty-five specimens have been mounted and prepared by the 
taxidermists for exhibition in the Museum. Of the many valuable 
accessions to this most attractive section, the most important ones 
are : (1) a nearly complete collection of the rare avi-fauna of the 
Himalayas collected in the neighbourhood of Masuri and Darjiling 
and in Native Sikkim; (2) a complete collection illustrative of 
Indian sericulture, prepared by the Superintendent, Indian Museum • 
(3) a fairly representative collection of the marine fishes, nig® and 
marine invertebrates of India, made by the Manager, Victoria 
Natural History Institute of Bombay ; (4) a collection of the moths 
and butterflies of the Kumaun hills. The scientific names of all 
these specimens are detailed in the appendices to the Curator's 
Monthly Reports. 

(c) Art Section.— During^thc year 84 specimens have been added 
to the collection, of which 57 were donations. The additions com- 
prised embroidery {zardozi), enamels, ‘brassware, musical instruments, 
and a cleverly-executed clay model of the Aminabad bfizar from 
Lucknow ; inlaid matchlocks from Lalitpur ; cotton-prints from 
Pawayan ; dresses worn by the Banjari women from Bahraich, 
ebonyware from Monghyr in Bengal ; double glaeed^pottery and 
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encaustic tiles from Peshawar and Multan. The Sale Depot of Art 
works, in connection with this department; has maintained its 
popularity with the purchasing* public, as evidenced by the amount 
of sales, Rs. 5,4.<13-l-7, leaving a profit of- Its. 8-7-2 to .the. Museum. 
Numerous orders have been executed for public and private persons, 
the principal being those for the Economic and Art Section of the 
Indian Museum, the Women’s Friendly Society at Calcutta, tlio 
Committee of a local Exhibition in Switzerland, and a large number 
of tourists from Europe, The Museum has thus been able to 
promote trade, and to provide employment of a high class for work- 
men of the best kind.' Representative collections were despatched 
to the local fairs at Bahraich, Nawabganj in the Gouda district, and 
Mainpuri, which, however, effected none or small sales. Unfor- 
tunately, no contributions could be sent to the Exhibitions at Poona, 
Mysore, and Murshidabad, as the respective Committees made no 
arrangements for the cost and method of transmission of the collec- 
tions asked for, and as there was no time for the selection and 
despatch of such collections, the prospectuses having been issued too 
late. As pointed out in last year’s report, great difficulties are 
experienced in meeting all orders received owing to the want of 
punctuality on the part of the workmen, and to the constant watch 
that has to be exercised to prevent inferior ware being palmed off at 
high prices. In order to foster good taste amongst the artisans, co- 
pies of the “ Technical Art Series yi of Architectural Drawings, now 
being periodically issued under the orders of the Government of 
India, have been exhibited in the Museum and distributed among 
any bond fide art-workmen who might reasonably be expected to 
appreciate the gift and utilise the deigns. The oldest and purest 
forms of ornament are preserved on the Buddhist and Jaina statues 
of the Indo-Scythian period from Mathura and of the Gupta 
period from Garhwd, Eitlia, Dcogarh, and Gurgid, representative 
collections of which are exhibited in the Museum. The Bralima- 
nical remains of the Middle Ages, collected from different parts of 
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these Provinces, are decorated with mythological figures, or with 
arabesque * and floral patterns, representing the style peculiar to 
these Provinces in days gone by. These collections are of infinite 
value to the local cliintz-printers and to other workers, such as silver 
and coppersmiths. Nothing can be more desirable than the insula- 
tion locally of such examples of local art of which there are so 
many uuworked mines of vast extent'. 

(d) Archaeological Section . — There have been 273 additions to 
this section during the year, of which 25 were purchased and 248 
presented. The most important additions are a copperplate grant 
of Govindachandra Deva of Kanauj, dated Samvat 1209, from 
Maelihlishahr in the Jaunpur district; a mutilated stone inscription 
of Adityavarman of the Maukhari dynasty, undated; a large 
slab of King Ajayapala of Mathura, dated Samvat 1209 ; pieces 
of sculpture of a Buddhist Chaitya ; a collection of ornamental 
plinths, string courses, door-sills, door-jambs, pillars, and pilasters 
of the original temple of Kesava Deva, destroyed by Aurangzeb 
in A.D. 16(U, excavated from the Katra mound at Muttra; 
10 inscribed statues of several \Svetambara .Tinas of the Indo- 
Scythian period, four inscriptions of which are most important 
for the history of the Jainas; 34 pieces of sculpture forming 
parts of a magnificent 'Svetambara Jaina temple of the time 
of the Indo-Seythian king Huvishka; a statue of Mahavivana- 
tha surrounded by the remaining 23 Tirtliainkaras ; two colossal 
statues of the Jina Pad maprablui n a tli a dated Samvat 1036 and 1134 
respectively; four basements of Jina statues, inscribed Samvat 
1134; six: bases of Buddha statues, inscribed and dated in the 
regnal years of the Indo-Seythian rulers Huvishka, Kanishka, and 
Vasudeva; an inscribed statue of the Bodliisattva Amogha Siddhar- 
tha of the first century A.D.; 10 inscribed Buddhist statues of the 
Indo-Scythian period ; a colossal pillar* with the life-size figure of a 
dancing-girl; 19 Buddhist railing pillars of various sizes and pat- 
terns; 16 cross-bars of Buddhist railings; 12 pieces of copings of 
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Buddhist railings; a richly sculptured door-jamb, 10 feet high, oi‘ a 
Buddha temple of the Indo-Seythian period ; a beautifrtlly carved 
stone umbrella, four feet in diameter, of a Buddhist stupa ; a four- 
faced lion capital of the time of the A ud liras ; 2 1 exquisitely 'sculp- 
tured panels some of which are inscribed in characters of the fndo- 
Scythian period; a large slab inscribed in the so-called shell charac- 
ters, excavated frpm the Kankali Tila at Muttra ; five large columns, 
beautifully carved and inscribed Samvat 1220, from the Assi Kham- 
bha temple at Mahabau in the Muttra district ; five clay seals of 
Buddhist vihurns, inscribed in Gupta characters, and 21 votive clay 
tablets containing the Buddhist creed formula in characters of the 
eighth century from Sankisa in the Farukliabad district ; 2 1 pieces 
of sculpture forming parts of a Gupta temple from Gurgia. in the 
Kumaun district.

Sir, — I am directed to acknowledge your letter No. 3302, 
dated 3rd duly J8S9, submitting the Annual Report of the Luck- 
now Provincial Museum Committee i*or the year ending 31st March 
1889. 

2. Some years have elapsed since the original members of the 
Committee were appointed by the Government, and it would appear 
that there are now several vacancies on the list of members of the 
Committee. I am to ask, therefore, that you will he good enough 
to obtain and furnish a copy of any rules that may have been 
drawn up for the management of the Museum, the appointment 
of members of the Committee (both managing and ordinary), and 
corresponding Secretaries, together with a list, revised and corrected 
to date, of present members and corresponding Secretaries. 

3. It is observed that the subscriptions received from Munich 
palities were less than those of the previous year ; while no men- 
tion is made of the action, if any, taken by the Committee, in 
pursuance of the orders on the report for 1887-88, in keeping its 
claims for support before these bodies. 

4. Ip the statement of account, Appendix F, all items of receipt 
should l^e shown on the left-hand side of the return, and it is 
unnecessary to include, as has been done, the balance of the budget 
allotment or saving^ which lapse to Government.
